More than one kundred editions of the " Hours ac- 
cording to Sarum Uie" were publifhed in England previoiMy 
to the Reformation, befides as many, under the title of 
" Primers," during the iixtscenth century. The fuUeft and 
moft complete of all is naiaed " The Encheiridion," 
printed in 15.2.8 and 1530; that title, therefore, has been 
adopted to.defignate this work. As every one of the above- 
mentioned volumes diffetrs more or lefs from the others in the 
contents, and the order* or rather diforder, in whicli they are 
placed,-r-and m^y of the devotions had become wholly 
antiq^ua^ed, and were, unfuited for general pradHcal ufe, — 
a fqledtion and. re-arrangement became a neceflity. In place 
of what has been omitted, a few Hymns, Piklms, and 
Antiphpnsy from the Sarum Breviary, have been introduced 
into the body of the work ; but the main portion of it is 
wholly unaltered. 

It will be found to confift of a feries of feveral Offices, 
each complete in itfelf, and capable of being ufed Separately. 
From each, however, certain portions may be taken and 
introduced into the other fervices, and ufed along with them ; 
as, for inflance, Pfalms, Antiphons, and Colledls may be 
fclcfted from the " Hours of the BlefTed Virgin," or at the 
correfponding feafons from the " Hours of The Name of

Jefus," or of " The Crofs," and intercalated in their proper 
places into the ordinary order of private prayer, which ftands 
firft in the book ; and of courfe the Collcft for the day or 
week will always be added. 

Whatever be the merits of this little book, which has coft 
no little time and trouble to the tranflator, it is at all events 
an effort to fill up a void which Catholics of the Englifh 
Communion have long felt. The want of fuch a Manual 
was perceived fubfequently to the Reformation, and many 
adaptations of thefe '* Hone" were attempted ; but lince, in 
order to humour the puritanifm of the day, they were deprived 
of point and fervour, of any realization of the Commu- 
nion of Saints and of the continual Sacramental presence of 
our Lord in His Church here upon earth, and were moreover 
devoid of that devout and paflionate fellowfhip with Him and 
His Sufierings which is found in the earlier forms, it is no 
wonder that they (bon fell into defuetude. It is the prayer of 
the Compiler that this work may have a happier refult, and 
may contribute as much to the (piritual help of others as he 
truils it has to his own.

THE ENCHEIRIDION, 

OR 

HOURS OF DAILY PRIVATE DEVOTION. 

j[ The Manner to live well, devoutly, and favingly, every 
day, for all perfons of common eftate. Compiled by Mafter 
John Qucntyn, Doctor in Divinity at Paris, Tranjlated 
out of French into Englijb by Robert Copland, Printer, at 
London. a.d. 153 i. 

OR to begin the manner of falutary and healthful 
living, and to come to perfe^on (though I have 
more need to be inftruded myfelf than to teach 
others) ; yet pradUfe thefc few leffons here fol- 
lowing, to the utmoft of your power. Firft, rife up at 6 o'clock 
in the morning at all feafons, and in your riling do as followeth: 
Thank our Lord for the reft that he gave you that night ; com- 
mend you to God, to the fellowfliip of the bleffed Virgin 
Mary, and all the Saints of Heaven. Secondly, beieech God 
that he preferve you that day from deadly fin, and fo alfo at 
all other times ; and pray Him, that all the works that others 
do for you, may be accepted to the Igud of His Name, of 
His glorious Mother, and of all the Company of Heaven. 
When ye have arrayed you, fay in your chamber Matins, 
Pryme, and Hours, if ye may ; then go to the Church ere ye 
do any worldly works, if ye have no needful buiinefs, and 
abide in the Church a fufficient fpace of time, where ye fhall 
meditate and thank God for His benefits. Think awhile on the 
goodnefs of God, and on His divine Power, and Virtue. Think 
what gift He hath given you to create you fo nobly after His 
image, and likenefs. Think alfo what grace He hath done to 
you in the Sacrament of Baptifm j cleanfmg your foul from 
fm. Think how many times ye have offended Him, fince y^ 



were chriilened. Think how forbearingly He hath awaited 
your return from fin. Think from how many dangers He 
hatk prelerved your body and foul. Think how ill ye have 
bellowed the time that He hath given you for penitence ; how 
many times He hath forgiven you in ihrift, and how many 
times ye have fallen into fin again. Think what pain ye had 
been in, now and ever, if God had taken you out of this world 
when ye were in deadly fin. Think how dearly He bought 
you from peril of Satan, fuffering continual pains in this world 
for the fpace of 32 years; going barefoot, in cold and heat, 
fufiering hunger and third, and how many fhameful injuries ; 
and how dearly He redeemed you, giving for you His precious 
Body, His Blood and His Soul. And at this point confider all 
the pains of His woful Paifion, as God will give you grace. 
Think alfo what pain His dear and glorious Mother fufiered 
all that while. Confider His ftrid judgement at the hour of 
your death. And touching this death, think often thereon, and 
that ye cannot efcape it, nor know when, nor how, in whatftate 
nor in what place, nor time, day nor hour it may be. Think 
what ftiall then become of the worldly goods that ye have 
gathered, and hoarded with great labour ; and how loth ye 
(hall be to leave them, and all your friends and kinsfolk, and 
that more when your foul in great pain fhall leave your body 
to rot in the earth. Confider what fhall then become of your 
irength, beauty, youth, health, and other riches of the body. 
Think what the poor foul fhall do, when it goeth alone with- 
out company, where it was never. Think, what it will do 
when it feeth the horrible enemies that would drag it to per- 
dition, if ye die in deadly fin. Think what a woful journey 
it fhall be when ye mufl yield a general reckoning of all your 
works, words, and thoughts, without exception of anything. 
Pray that God may give you grace. Think on the horrible 
pains of Hell, and on the cruel company of Devils ; from 
which ye fhall never have releafe if ye die in deadly fin. 
And think on the ineftimable joys of the Saints in Heaven, 
^he which our Lord hath promifed you if ye live free from 



deadly fin, and love Him above all things. And have ye a 
perfe^ hope, if ye live well, that ye fhall come to that Glory. 
Amen. 

|[ Thefe be the thoughts that I will that ye have in 
the Church. And if by any other reafonable bufinefs ye may 
not be fo long in the Church (as is faid heretofore), yield 
thanks to God for his goodnefs, and think on the refidue in 
your houfe alone, or in the night if ye may. When ye are 
come from the Church, take heed to your houfehold or occu- 
pation till dinner-time ; and in fo doing think fometimes that 
the pain that ye fufier in this world, is nothing in regard of 
the infinite Glory that ye fhall have if ye take it meekly. 
Then take your refection or meal reafonably, without ezcefs 
or overmuch forbearing of your meat ; for there is as much 
danger in too little as in too much. If ye faft once in a week 
it is enough, befide Vigils and Ember days, out of Lent. And 
if ye think the fafling be not good nor profitable, adl by 
counfel. Refl after your dinner an hour or half an hour, as 
ye think beft, praying God that in that refl He will promote 
your health, to the end that after it, ye may ferve Him the 
more devoutly. The refidue of the day beftow in your bufi- 
nefs to the pleafure of God. As touching your fervice : fay 
unto Terce before dinner, and make an end of all before fup- 
per ; and when ye may, fay a Commendation for all Chriftian 
fouls at leaft on the Holy Days. And if ye have leifure fay 
them on other days. Shrive you every week to your Curate, 
except ye have great hindrance, and beware ye pafs not a 
fortnight except there be a very great hindrance. If ye be of 
ability, refufe not your alms to the firft poor body that afketh 
it of you that day, if you think it needful. Take pains to 
hear and keep the Word of God. Confefs you every day to 
God without fail, of fuch fins as ye know that ye have done 
that day. Confider often, either by day, or night when ye 
awake, what our Lord did at that hour the day of His Bleffed 
Paffion, and where He was at that hour. |[ Seek a good and 
faithful friend of good converfation to whom ye may difcovcr

C MEDITATIONS AND 
DEVOTIONS ON THE 
MOST HOLY PASSION 
OF CHRIST. 

f[ The PaJJiofi of our Lord 
Jefus Chrift according to 
John xviii. 

The Lord Jesus went forth 
over the brook Cedron, where 
was a garden, into which He 
entered, and His difciples. 
And Judas alfo, which be- 



trayed Him, knew the place, 
for ofttimcs Jefus reforted thi- 
ther with His difciples. Judas 
therefore, when he had re- 
ceived a band of men from 
the chief priefts and Pharifees, 
cometh thither with lanterns, 
and torches, and weapons. 
Jefus therefore, knowing all 
things that fhould come upon 
Him, went forth and faid unto 
them. Whom feek ye ? They 
anfwered Him, Jefus of Na- 
zareth. And Judas alfo, which 
betrayed Him, ftood with 
them. As foon then as Jefus 
had faid unto them, I am He, 
they went backward, and fell 
to the ground. Then alked 
He them again. Whom leek 
ye ? And they faid, Jefus of 
Nazareth. Jefus anfwered, I 
have told you that I am He ; 
if therefore ye feek Me, let 
theie go their way, that the 
faying might be fulfilled which 
he fpake, "Of them which 
Thou gaveft me, I have loft 
none." Then Simon Peter, 
having a fword, drew it, and 
fmote the High Prieft's fervant, 
and cut off his right ear. The 
fervant's name was Malchus. 
Then faid Jefus unto Peter, 
Put up thy fword into the 
^eath; the cup which My 



Father hath given me, fliall I 
not drink it ? Then the band 
and the Captain and the Offi- 
cers of the Jews took Jefus and 
bound Him, and led Him away 
to Annas firft, for he was 
father-in-law to Caiaphas, 
which was the High Priell 
that fame year. Now Caia- 
phas was he who had given 
counfel to the Jews that it was 
expedient that one man fhould 
die for the people. But Simon 
Peter followed Jefus, and ano- 
ther difciple ; that difciple 
was known unto the High 
Prieft, and went in with Jefus 
into the palace of the High 
Prieft. But Peter ftood at the 
door without. Then went 
out that other difciple which 
was known unto the High 
Prieft, and fpake unto her that 
kept the door, and brought in 
Peter; then faid the damlel 
that kept the door unto Peter, 
Art not thou alfo one of this 
man's difciples? He faid, I 
am not. And the fervants 
and officers ftood there, who 
had made a fire of coals, for it 
was cold, and they warmed 
themielves, and Peter was 
ftanding with them and warm- 
ing himfelf. The High Prieft 
then afked Jefus of His difciples 



and of His dodrine. Jefbs 
anfwercd him, I fpake openly 
to the world, I ever taught in 
the fynagogue and in the temple 
whither the Jews always refort, 
and in fecret have I faid no- 
thing. Why afkeft thou Me ? 
afk them which heard Me what 
1 have faid unto them ; behold, 
they know what I faid. And 
when He had thus fpoken, one 
of the officers which flood by 
flruck Jefus with the palm of 
his hand, faying, Anfwereft 
Thou the High Priell fo ? 
Jefus anfwercd him. If I have 
fpoken evil, bear witnels of 
the evil, but if well, why 
fmiteft thou Me ? Now Annas 
had ient Him bound to Caia- 
phas, the High Prieft. And 
Simon Peter flood and warmed 
himfelf. They faid therefore 
unto him. Art not thou alfo 
one of His difciples? He 
denied it, and faid, I am not. 
One of the fervants of the 
High Priefl, being kinfman to 
him whofe ear Peter cut olF, 
faith. Did I not fee thee in the 
garden with Him ? Peter then 
denied again, and immediately 
the cock crew. Then led they 
Jefus from Caiaphas unto the 
hall of judgement, and it was 
early, and they themfclves went 
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not into the judgement halJ, 
lefl they ihould be defiled, but 
that they might eat the PafT- 
over. Pilate then went out 
unto them, and faid. What 
accufation bring ye againfl this 
man? They anfwered and 
faid unto him. If He were not 
a malefadlor, we would not 
have delivered Him up unto 
thee. Then Pilate faid unto 
them. Take ye Him and judge 
Him according to your law. 
The Jews therefore faid unto 
him. It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death, that the 
faying of Jefus might be ful- 
filled, which He fpake, (igni- 
fying what death He ihould 
die. Then entered Pilate into 
the judgement hall again, and 
called Jefus, and faid unto Him, 
Art Thou the King of the 
Jews ? Jefus anfwered him, 
Sayefl thou this thing of thy- 
felf, or did others tell it thee 
of Me ? Pildte anfwered. Am 
I a Jew? Thine own nation 
and the chief priefls have de- 
livered Thee unto me : what 
hafl Thou done ? Jefus an- 
fwered. My kingdom is not of 
this world : if My kingdom 
were of this world, then would 
My fervants fight, that I ihould 
not be delivered to the Jews ; 



go, thou art not Caefar's friend; 
whofbever maketh himfelf a 
ELing fpeaketh againft Caefar. 
When Pilate therefore heard 
that faying, he brought Jefus 
forth, and fate down in the 
judgement feat, in a place that 
is called The Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 
it was the Preparation of the 
Pallbver, and about the Sixth 
Hour ; and he faith unto the 
Jews, Behold your King ! But 
they cried out, ** Away with 
Him ! Away with Him ! 
Crucify Him!" Pilate faith 
unto them,"Shall I crucify your 
King ?" The chief priefts an- 
fwered, "We have no King but 
Caefar." Then delivered he 
Him therefore unto them to 
be crucified. And they took 
Jefus, and led Him away, and 
He bearing His Crofs went 
forth into a place called the 
Place of a Skull, which is called 
in the Hebrew, Golgotha ; 
where they crucified Him, and 
two other with Him, on either 
fide one, and Jefus in the midil. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and 
put it on the Crofs. And the 
writing was "Jefus of Nazareth, 
the King of the Jews." This 
title then read many of the 
Jews, for the place where Jefus 



was crucified was nigh to the 
city; and it was written in 
Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then faid the chief priefts of 
the Jews to Pilate, " Write not 
the King of the Jews, but that 
He faid, I am the King of the 
Jews." Pilate anfwered," What 
I have written,! have written." 
Then the foldiers, when they 
had crucified Jefus, took His 
garments, and made four parts, 
to every foldier a part, and alfo 
His coat. Now the Coat was 
vvithout feam, woven from the 
top throughout. They faid 
therefore among themfelves. 
Let us not rend it, but call lots 
for it, whole it fhall be ; that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which faith, "They parted My 
raiment among them, and for 
My vefture did they caft lots." 
Thefe things therefore the 
foldiers did. Now there flood 
by the Crofs of Jefus His 
mother and His mother's fifter, 
Mary, the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jefus therefore faw His mother 
and the difciple Handing by, 
whom He loved. He faith unto 
His mother, *' Woman, behold 
thy Son." Then faith He to the 
difciple, "Behold thy mother!" 
And from that hour that dif- 
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ciple took her unto his own 
home. After this, Jefus, 
knowing that all things were 
now accomplifhedy that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, 
faith, " I thirft." Now there 
was fet a veflel full of vinegar, 
and they filled a fpunge with 
vinegar, and put it upon hyfibp, 
and put it to His mouth. 
When Jefus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar. He faid, **It 
is finifhed !** and He bowed 
His head, and gave up The 
Ghoft. The Jews therefore, 
becaufe it was the Preparation, 
that the bodies (hould not re- 
main upon the Crofs on the 
Sabbath Day (for that Sabbath 
Day was an High Day), be- 
fought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then 
came the foldiers, and brake 
the legs of the firft, and of the 
other which was crucified with 
him. But when they came to 
Jefus, and faw that He was 
dead already, they brake not 
His legs. But one qf the 
foldiers with a fpear pierced 
His Side, and forthwith came 
thereout Blood and Water. 
And he that faw it bare record, 
and his record is true, and he 
knoweth that he faith true, that 



ye might believe. For thefe 
things were done, that the 
Scripture ihould be fulfilled, 
** A bone of Him (hall not be 
broken." And again another 
Scripture faith, "They fhall 
look on Him Whom they have 
pierced." And after this Jofeph 
of Arimathea, being a difciple 
of Jefus, but fecretly, for fear 
of the Jews, befought Pilate 
that he might take away the 
Body of Jefus ; and Pilate gave 
him leave. And there came 
alfo Nicodemus, which at the 
firft came to Jefus by night, 
and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes about an 
hundred pound weight. Then 
they took the Body of Jefus, 
and wound it in linen clothes, 
with the fpices, as the manner 
of the Jews is to bury. Now 
in the place where He was 
crucified there was a garden, 
and in the garden a new fepul- 
chre, wherein was never man 
yet laid. There laid they 
Jefus therefore, becaufe of the 
Jews' Preparation Day.

His Face 
again covered with fpitting, 
ftruck on the Head with the 
reed, ftripped of His purple 
robe, laden with the wood of 
the Crofs, led forth to the place 
of His fufiering, there made to 
drink of Wine mingled with 
myrrh, a third time ftripped 
of his own garments, at laft 
ftretched upon the Crofs, His 
Hands andFeet faftened thereto 
with nails, and fo crucified 
between thieves, and numbered 
with the tranfgreffors ; by the 
paffers by and them that ftood 
near, cruelly blafphemed as He 
hung on the Crofs, crying out 
" My God, My God, why 
haft Thou forfaken Me?" 
made to drink of vinegar when 
thirfty, bowing His Head in 
death, pierced with a lance by 
a foldier in His Side, whence 
flowed out Blood and Water.^ 
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When theeven was come, taken 
down from the Crofs, laid in 
the fepuichre, buried by Jofeph; 
arifing on the third day. Thou 
didft appear to Thy friends ; 
on the fortieth Thou didft 
afcend into Heaven, and fitting 
on the Right Hand of The 
Father, didft fend forth the 
promifed Comforter to Thy 
difciplcs.
